HI*  advice  haa  always  been  available 
ai^  his  sympathy  profound  for  the 
needs  of  the  Xngliran  Cluinh  all  over 
the  world.  It  IS  a  proud  privilege  for 
Victorians  that  he  should  be  able  to 
ffTicufe  at  fot|,i\'<  rrrrmony  and  the 
aincerity  and*  enthusiasm  which  will 
mtfic  hie  visit  here,  because  of  the 

task  whit  li  hr  lias  glaMly  undertaken, 
will  spring  from  the  hearts  of  all 
those  who  htve  looked  forward  for 
.so  long  to  the  boildtng  of  tl^  New 
Cathedral. 

The  funds  requisite  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Cathedral  are  not  in 

!«Hht  \  very  rnnsiderahle  expense 
is  involved  and  the  task  of  the  Angli- 
can Church  is  to  crown  its  labors  by 
seeing  to  it  that  the  money  needcl 
becomes  available  as  the  structure  is 
advinced.  A  large  sum  has  already 
been  <<>''r<tt  '  main  canipai;;!! 

for  the  balance  is  now  about  to  com 
meoce.  The  committee  in  cbarg e  has 
strenuous  months  ahead  of  it,  but  it 
ia  a  labor  of  love  and  a  labor  that 
will  be  made  all  the  more  a  "aweeter 
task"  beciusr  nf  tlir  happy  auspices 
under  which  t^nfN^undation  stone  will 
be  laid  today.  What  is  being  done 
is  for  the  glory  of  God  on  earth  and 
that  inspiration  is  all-suffiiient  to 
loosen  the  purse  strings  of  those  who 
can  be  Icfitimately  expected,  out  of 
a  spirit  of  loyalty  to  their  Church 
and  of  devotion  to  Christianity  itself, 
to  aid  in  the  Itsk.  The  Cathedral 
Building  Committer  has  many  oner 
ous  duties  on  its  shoulders,  but  we 
fc«l  M*tir*d  that  the  confregations 
of  Ike  Diocese  will  make  those  duties 
all  the  lighter  by,  ns  speedily  as  pos- 
sible, making  the  money  available  for 

the  rounding  out  of  the  edifice  which 
hac  be^n  planned  through  so  many 
•  yetr*  of  careful  endeavor.  The  bnild-

Ncttlincnic.  indifTerrnre  to  ninrat 
ity,  inctTiciciicy  and  actual  iniinoraliiy 
in  administrative  places  cannot  be 
tolcratrrl  if  tlu-  good  name  of  ( '.mada 
and  the  prestige  of  the  country  are 
to  be  maintained.  That  the  Customs 
Scandal  »hoi;lil  luvr  hit  right  home 
to  the  hearts  of  the  people  is  an  illus- 
tration that  those  people  publicly  de- 
mand righteousness  in  governmeat. 
There  are  time*  in  the  history  of  all 
countries  when  ethical  considerations 
donunate  all  other  issues,  and  it  is 
well  for  the  future  of  peoples  that 
this  should  be  the  case.  Nothing  has 
tended  more  to  besmirch  our  admin- 
istrative reputation  than  tiir  revela- 
tions of  puUic  iniinorality  which  have 
been  diacloscBr~^in  recent  months. 
Those  responsible  for  having  allowed 
this  condition  of  affairs  to  persist  are 
now  on  trial  before  the  la*t  court  of 
appeal,  namely,  the  people  them- 
eelves.  It  is  for  the  people  to  bay, 
and  to  say  with  no  uncertain  voice, 
that  they  want  clean  government  at 
Ottawa.  That  is  the  gravest  of  all 
issues  at  stake  in  the  prcaent  cam- 
paign. 

DECLINE  OF  NATIVE  RACES 


I'tiropean  roptaet  with  the  peoples 
of  the  raciiic  has  led  to  a  population 
decline  which  can -be  explained  in  no 
other  way  save  as  due  to  that  contact. 
1  he  subject  was  discussed  by  the 
Section  of  Anthropology  of  the 
British  .\ssociaii'in.  and  particularly 
by  Captain  Cm.  Pitt-Rivers.  It  is  ad- 
mitted that  when  two  race*  meet  one 
may  axlinginsh  the  Other  in  three 
ways — directly  by  violence,  indirectly 
hy  differential  birth  and  survival  rates, 
or.  where  the  two  race*  mixed  frerly, 
by  the  selective  elimination  of  adap 
live  characters.  During  the  last  three 
decades  of  the  19th  century  the  Maori 
population  was  observed  to  be  declin- 
ing .\t  that  time  warfare  had  ceased 
to  be  a  factor  of  eliHiination,  and 
iood  wa  more  abundant  than  ever. 
In  Mdaneaia  and  Polynesia  there  is 
also  population  decttnc  due  to  Euro- 
pean contact  .ind  to  causes  inherent 
in  native  culture  and  life 

Captain  Pitt-Rivers  say*  there  is  a 
curioualy  persistent  tendency  to  lay 
the  weight  of  responsibility  for  the 
drcliiie  of  population  on  elements  in- 
herent in  the  native  culture  This 
fellacious  view  is  .attractive  because 
it  seeks  to  exculpate  Kuropean  civili 
satien  from  a  charge  of  exerting  a 
lethal  influence.  On  the  other  hah  i. 
innumerable  habita,  like  child-mar 
riage,  strongly  distasteful  to  Euro- 
peans, have  i>revailed  over  a  very  wide 
region,  including  India,  without  inter- 
ference with  remarkable  powers  of 
increasing.  The  fact  is  that  evidence 
shows  the  maintenance  of  native 
populations  of  the  Pacific  at .  their 
optimuM  density  previous  to  tke 
T  iir  pcan  influx  There  is  an  ahso 
lute  lack  of  evidence  of  any  prcvmua 
decrease.  The  burden  dl  proof,  thtrt- 

fore.  is  on  those  who  wish  to  account 
otherwise  than  by  Kuropean  contact 
for  the  Hioctioii  of  race*  witne**ed 
after  the  coming  of  the  Kuropean* 
For  one  thing.  Captain  I'm  Rivers 
ahows  that  thr  dcfeni^^rs^of  the  innate 
native  degeneracy  theory  are  quite 
unable  to  produce  any  such  proof.

In  one  of  the  menaerable  discourses 
bftwaen  those  two  profoun.i  pinloso 
phers.  Tony  and  Sam  Weiler.  the 
father  told  the  son  that  his  "mother- 
iA-low"  had  become  •  member  of  a 
new  faiiglcd  religious  organization. 
This  organisation,  composed  chiefly 
of  women,  waa  •opervised  by  one  who 
t  ailed  himself  a  shepherd  The  shep- 
herd preached  to  his  flock  the  doc- 
trine or  the  dogma  of  rebirth.

Weiler,  in  most  respeAs  one  of 
the  most  genial  and  tolerant  of  men, 
in  on^  respect  was  very  intolerant, 
and  doubtless  his  intolerance  wounded 
many  a  sincere  and  devout  soul.  In 
denouncing  what  he  conceived  to  be 
cant  and  humbug  he  did  pot  make 
allowance  for  the  wide  spiritual  and 
mental  diversities  to  be  found  in 
human  nature.  .Mas!  we  fear  Tony 
was  a  philosopher  of  the  materialistic 

order  Hr  enioyed  clrivinu  his  horses, 
the  comforts  that  were  plentiful  at 
the  taverna  by  the  wayside,  a  joke 
with  the  you'iR  women  who  presided 
at  the  bar,  the  conversation  of  his 
passengers  on  the  coach,  and  ncra- 
•ionally  the  society  of  his  son  Tlir 
record  of  his  life  indicates  that  he 
made  but  one  miatake.  and  he  coun 
»elled  Sam  to  be  cartM  and  to 
profit  by  hi*  experifiice.
